A part of the O g l e ­ 
thorpe hotel, the leading hostelry of 
Brunswick, 
was blown

and

partially wrecked. 
M a n y houses in the suburbs were 
blown away and 
the water rushed 
through the streets in torrents, c a r ­ 
rying property, household furniture 
and valuables toward the harbor.

. JUMPED FROM ÜIS ENGINE 


He Drafifffed a Woman from Approach- 
iiiff Death and Caught the Last 
Car of His Own Train. 


Chas. Wilkins, who is a fireman 
in the employ of the Northern rail­ 
way in New Jersey, wears a button 
which informf you that “ There Are 
Others/^ 
There are not many others like 
Wilkins, and he proved it last Sat­ 
urday 
morning, 
when 
he leaped 
from his flying engine, 
seized 
a 
woman who stood paralyzed with 
fear in the path of a train coming 
at full speed in the opposite direc­ 
tion, 
carried 
her to 
safety 
and 
«wung aboard the last car of his 
own train as it swept on toward 
Jersey City. 
Four tracks— the east and west­ 
bound rails of the Erie and the 
Northern— lie side by side at the 
western 
approach to the 
Bergen 
tunnel, about 
miles out of Jer­ 
sey City. 
Wilkins’ train was on the 
-castbound track of the Northern, 
which is but a few feet from the 
westbound track of the Erie. 
Wil­ 
kins’ engine, with a passenger train 
in tow, came around a curve just 
west of the tunnel’s mouth at the 
Tate of about twenty miles an hour. 
As soon as the engine was on the 
fitraight 
track, 
Wilkins, 
glancing 
ahead, saw two things which, taken 
together, startled him. 
There was a woman on the track 
ahead of his own engine, and as he 
watched her she stepped hurriedly 
over 10 the Erie rails, where she 
stood, appare ntly waiting for his 
train to pass. 
Wilkins’ train 
was borne down upon her, an Erie 
passenger train shot out of the tun­ 
nel behind her at the rate of thirty 
miles an hour. 
The roar of both 
trains was in her ears and she was 
paralyzed with fear. 
“ Slow down, ” Wilkins shouted to 
his engineer; “ I ’ll jump for her. ” 
When his engine was about thirty 
feet from 
her, 
Wilkins 
jumped. 
The Erie tram 
was 
within sixty 
yards of her. 
The fireman’s feet 
tore up the earth as he was driven 
along, and braced his feet to keep 
from falling. 
A slip meant death. 
Wilkins didn’t slip. 
Where his feet 
fell they took firm root just long 
enough to give him the requisite 
spring. 
The woman saw him, but 
terror had trapped her there. 
She 
screamed when he seized her, as if 
his touch 
had 
given 
her voice. 
She 
was 
no 
light-weight, 
but 
Wilkins is a 
giant. 
Under such 
circumstances as 
these 
he could 
have lifted an ox. 
He raised her 
in his arms and leaped to the strip 
of sand beside the track. 
Her feet 
had scarcely cleared the rails when 
the express thundered by, the wind 
of it covering the woman and her 
rescuer with 
dust. 
The engineer 
had 
reversed 
and 
whistled 
for 
brakes, but there must have been a 
tragedy but for Wilkins of Nyack. 
Wilkins did not stop to ask why 
abe was there or what her name 
was. 
He saw that she 
was 
un­ 
injured, and, however frightened, 
did not appear to be one of the 
fainting kind, so he ran away from 


her shrieks, crossed the Erie track 
again, and, 
as his own train, the 
speed of which had been reduced, 
went by he swung himself aboard 
the rear 
car. 
He 
was 
given 
a 
warm welcome by ihe 300 passen 
gers who saw the brave act, and 
who knew that a slip would have 
meant widowhood for Mrs Wilkins 
and sorrow for the five youngsters 
who “ play engine” in Nyack.

Important Mexican Concessiou.

’ His Bedside. 


H a r t f o r d , 
Conn., Sept. 30.

Alexander Inwood, of No. 35 Clark 
street, who months ago predicted 
the time of his ov/n death, and kept 
his coffin by his bedside, so firm 
was his belief in his owrj power of 
prognostication, died on Saturday 
night. 
The end came just forty eight 
hours later than the time named by 
him. 
Last 
night, 
m accordance 
with his dying wish,his body was in 
the cremating furnace in Boston. 
Alexander Inwood was in many 
respects a strange man. 
He was 
self made and self educated, having 
come to this country from England 
when a poor poor. 
Eccentric in 
his beliefs and doings, he lived a 
secluded life, the greatest joy of 
which was to study. 
He had early 
acquired a fair competency in a 
little notion store, which he closed 
some years ago. 
His range of re­ 
search v/as very wide, and 
it can 
be safely said tha'c few men in this 
section had acquired such high lit­ 
erary attainments. 
His own life, 
spiritually 
and biographically, he 
studied with unfaltering zeal, till he 
said he was able to diagnose the 
amount of his waning vitality so a c ­ 
curately that he could tell the time 
of his death months ahead. 
He de­ 
scribed 
to the skilled 
physicians 
who attended him the minutest de­ 
tails of his aggravated stomach ail­ 
ment, 
and 
assured them before 
they 
were obliged 
to reach the 
same 
conclusion that 
no mortal 
power could save his life. 
Before he was pr strated by dis­ 
ease he almost lived in the public 
library, and the works he read there 
covered the entire field of science. 
He was an astronomer of marked 
ability. 
He 
studied horticulture, 
mineralogy, geology and physiology, 
and his knowledge of English liter­ 
ature, It is said, excelled his scien­ 
tific learning. 
He knew Shakespeare by heart, 
and the w’orks of Pope, Browning, 
Longfellow, Whittier and Scott were 
his life-long associates.

As the tsetse is a voracious blood­ 
sucker, 
passing in search of food 
from one animal to another, it is 
w ell adapted 
a medium for the 
conveyance and transmission of the 
germs of blood diseases. 
It has an 
extensive distribution, being found 
here and there over 
almost 
the 
wdiole of Central Africa; it abounds 
to the north of the Transvaal, and 
on the right bank of tlic Zambesi, 
and it is also common on the low 
country Ijdng between the Ougogo 
and the eastern shore of the conti­ 
nent. 
It shuns villages and culti­ 
vated places, preferring the borders 
of swamps and woody places, and, 
curiously enough, in some wa.y or 
otlier, its distribution is bound up 
with and depends on the presence 
of largo game. 
The 
goat, 
the 
buffalo, the antelope, the zebra and 
man are not seriously affected; but 
the dog, the ox, the sheep, the ass 
and the horse, wdien bitten by it 
under what are now well-known 
conditions, 
are doomed to almost 
certain death. 
Travelers tell us 
how large herds of oxen have per­ 
ished, one animal after another, and 
how, in this way, it is a serious ob­ 
stacle to the settlement and civiliza­ 
tion of the dark continent. 
Hitherto the nature of the poison, 
assumed to be introduced into its 
victim b}" the tsetse fl}',

Thé virus is found to be a micro­ 
organism, a protozoon, resembling 
that wdiich produces a similar dis­ 
ease, the surra, in India. 
The con­ 
nection of the “ fly disease” with the 
presence of largo game is explained 
by the fact that the larva .of the fl}^ 
develops in the dung of the buffalo. 
The fact that 
the micro-organism 
distributed by the flj^ is so deadly to 
some animals and so comparatively 
harmless to others has not been ex­ 
plained, but it is a qiialit.v possessed 
also by other germs, which appear to 
thrive in the blood of one creature 
while that of another is fatal to 
them.

The table at 
which and ih o chair on which I sit 
hav e likewise piaid entrance dues, 
the cups and saucers hav e been 
mulcted in the same way, while the 
fees for the state mark hav e been 
lev ied on my plate. 
Whether I 
partake of beef, mutton, v eal, pork, 
or v enison, I must pay the octroi. 
I 
am fond of salads—the salt, pepper, 
v inegar and oil I use in preparing 
them hav e been subjected to a tax; 
and it matters not wiudlier I drink 
beer, cider, or perry, I hav e to pay 
the state its share all the same. 
After lunch I take cafe noir, with a 
drop of eau de v ie, and swallow 
thereby tliree taxes at one draught, 
v iz., sugar, coffee and alcohol. 
“After this I harness my horse, 
and pay the republic for tiie priv ­ 
ilege; besides which, I pay again on 
the hay and oats he has eaten, and 
the straw on which he has slept. 
If 
I go out for a driv e, it im]:>lies a now 
tax. 
If I mount a bicycle, another 
tax of ten francs. 
If I go hunting, 
one tax; if I buy gunpowder to 
frighten the 
sparrows 
from 
my 
orchard, another. 
I meet a friend, 
and we repair to a cafe to hav e a 
game of billiards, and forget this 
v exatious taxation, but find that we 
must pay an impost on the billiards. 
I put down the cue, disheartened, 
and take up a pack of cards, but am 
at once confronted by a tax upon 
cards. 
I iinally feel that all this is 
preying on my mind, so I go and 
weigh my body to see how much 
flesh I hav e lost, but I hav e first to 
])ay the tax on weights and measures 
to which all citizens are liable. One 
of my sisters is a nuu; therefore, she 
must pay a tax for her costume. 
I 
wish to let my rooms, and run away 
from it all, and I stick up an an­ 
nouncement to that eiicct on the 
door of my house; but on this there 
is fresh tax—and so on, 
witliout 
end.” 
M. de Cassagnac counts up 119 
different taxes to which he and his 
fellow-citizeiis are liable, and this 
list by no means exhausts tlie num­ 
ber.

And although ut- 
teiiy dev oid of a sense of humor, an 
Indian is always laughingly good 
naturcd in tliu.s pointing out any­ 
one’s 
distinguishing characteristic 
or eccentricity. 
The expression of word.s by means 
of the sign language may be div ided 
into tlie following classes: Im itating 
actions or attributes; pointing to 
objects; representing shapes, sizes, 
uses or habits; simulating emotions; 
employing 
metaphors 
consistent 
with Indian conception, and making 
empirical signs, although if the d(> 
v elopment of signs of this last class 
could be traced back I am sure they 
would resolv e themselv es into some 
one of the other classes.—'William II.

The first trial was made on the 
Scandia in a storm on the Atlantic. 
A large q uantity of soa]) and wmter 
was discharged ov er the bow, and its 
effect was nearly instantaneous, the 
height of the wav es being so dimin­ 
ished that the v essel could be man - 
aged without diftieultv . 
The steamer Senegal, struck by a 
sq uall in the Adriatic, used soap and 
water with the same result. 
Six 
pounds of soap were dissolv ed in two 
barrels of wmter. 
This solution, 
when dripped ov er the bow, made a 
q uiet space about ten yards wide, 
prev enting the wav es from breaking 
ov er the v essel to any great extent.

Nick Young, the president of the 
National Baseball league, in an in­ 
terview, attributed the ^act that the 
championship race, 
so far as the 
leaders were concerned, was not as 
close and interesting near the finish 
of the season in com parison with 
that of previous years, partly b e ­ 
cause of the “ unfortunate circum 
stances for which Mr. Tebeau, of 
Cleveland, was held responsible.” 
The occurrence 
incident thereto, 
President Young thinks, doubtless 
worried Tebeau and his men, as
